MATUTE also claimed that Guatemalan Communists give material aid to the Communist 
Party of Honduras, but he added that the anti-GALVEZ, anti-CARIAS movement is 
not supported by the Communists, since the liberals are against Communism., : In 
fact, according to MATUTE, special care is being taken to prevent Guatemalan 
authorities from hearing about the movement, since they feel sure they would be 
jailed or deported to Honduras if the ARBENZ government knew that a liberal, 
anti -Communist movement' was being planned — in part — in Guatemala against 
GALVEZ and/or C ARIAS. . •.
